Takes the Witness Stand 
and Tells Pathetic Nar­ 
rative of His Troubles 


n a y 
E. Davis, 
Baptist preacher 
and singing school 
instructor, has 
confessed that he swindled the Boon­ 
ville State bank out of $179. 
In a 
public statement, made on the wit­ 
ness stand in the district court, Davis 
made a clean 
breast 
of the whole 
transaction that caused a jury during 
the spring term of the court to as­ 
sess three years imprisonment term 
against him. 
The ease wa1' called 
for another trial December I. 1st and 
without council, Davis appeared and 
took the stand. 
He told the story of 
his life, how he had struggled as an 
orphan; and before he reached his 
majority the call came for him to go 
out and preach the gospel. 
His wite 
was an infidel and bitterly opposed 
his ’‘caning,” and she made life al­ 
most unbearable for him. 
Finally, 
stated Davis, he got a good charge, 
and was doing well, when his wife in­ 
formed him that she was going to 
return to her parents if he did not 
give up preaching. Davis refused to 
quit the ministry, and his wife re­ 
turned to her 
parents. Then Da\is 
was called to the 
Boonville church, 
and it was while serving as pastor 
there that he violated the law. He 
stated that his coeditors were hound­ 
ing him all the 
time, and when he 
received 
the letter 
containing the 
check, signed by JU. E. Davis, mer­ 
chant at Saragosa, Texas, and pay­ 
able to the J. M. Radford Grocery 
Co., of Abilene, Texas, Davis decided 
to cash the check and square his ac­ 
counts. 
He deposited the cheek to 
his credit in 
the 
Boonsville State 
bank. 
Conscience 
stricken,

decided to 
leave the country.

went east and worked in a number 
of towns tip ii day laborer.

J. C. Jrown i$^Shot While 
Going to Work in Fort 
Worth by Two Bucks 


J. C. Brown, a former citizen of 
Decatur, 
but for th^ 
past several 
years a motorman ii) Fort Worth, 
was shot and fatally wounded Decem­ 
ber 2 6th in that city by two negroes, 
who robbed him 
of about 
$35 in 
money and other valuables and es­ 
caped. 
He was taken to a hospital 
soon after 
the 
shooting and died 
about 8 o’clock. 
Only one shot was 
fired and the bullet from a 38-caliber 
revolver struck the motorman above 
the right 
eye and 
penetrated the 
skull. 
Brown wras going to the car 
barns to report for work when he 
was accosted by the negroes. He had 
proceeded only two blocks from his 
home and was passing thrugh a negro 
settlement when he was attacked by 
two young negroes. 
A woman who 
resides near the scene of the holdup 
stated that she was awake when she 
heard the shot. 
The wounded man 
was found lying in the middle of the 
street by the police who responded 
to the call. 
The body was brought 
to Decatur for burial, and the funer­ 
al was attended by a large number 
of sorrowing friends and relatives. 
Mr. Brown had many friends in this 
community, where he had lived since 
childhood, and the news of his tragic 
death was a seveie shock. 
He was 
23 years of age and had been work­ 
ing tw’o years for the street car com­ 
pany. 
His father, J. C. Brown, two 
brothers and his sister reside near 
Decatur, and another brother, L. I. 
Brown, resides in Fort Worth. 
Mr. 
Brown was a good man, and the Mes­ 
senger tenders sympathy to the be­ 
reaved relatives.

Proper Food and Medicines Are 
Denied Prisoners. 


ARE TORTURED FOR HOURS 


Epidemics Sweep Ranks of Kelpies® 
and Thousands Fail to Survive— 
Treatment of Prisoners Is Most In­ 
human—Destitution Is Spreading in 
Both A ustria and 
Hungary—Sani­ 
tary Conditions Bad.

MO pounds of potatoes, beets or pump­ 
kins bolled In water, wfUeh la occasion* 
ally improved with the addition of 
cloves. Exceptionally one salted codfish 
is distributed among IOO men instead 
of boiled vegetables. Every five days a 
sheep is distributed amoug IOO men 
after die best bits have been stolen by 
the Austrian territorials in charge of! 
the prisoners. 
For supper, vegetable 
soup, as above. 
The daily ration of “war" bread for 
each iii tin is about nine ounces. The 
following is a price list of the articles 
of food sold in one of the prison camps 
In A ustria:

About 10,000 Italian and Serbian offi­ 
cers and men taken prisoners by the 
Austrians and permanently disabled 
for military service owing to wounds 
or illness have been exchanged for an 
equal number of Austrian prisoners of 
war during this year. 
Neither Italy 
nor Austria agreed to the hospitalisa­ 
tion of prisoners of war in Switzerland, 
and their direct exchange has been 
most satisfactorily arranged by the 
Swiss lied Cross, writes Philip R. 
Mackenzie, Koine correspondent of the 
New York Sun. 
The treatm ent of prisoners of war 
in A ustria is most inhuman. 
Owing 
to food shortage the radons given to 
the unfortunate prisoners are hardly 
sufficient to keep them alive. Sanitary 
conditions in prison camps are neg­ 
lected. 
Proper medical attendance is 
tacking. H ardly any effort is m ade to 
coinbut contagious diseases and epi­ 
demics, with the result that the m ortal­ 
ity among the prisoners is appalling. 
Although insufficiently fed prisoner* 
are forced to work aud the hard labor 
tp which they are subjected hasten* 
their exhaustion to such an extent that 
a large proportion of Italian soldi ere 
return to Italy In a dying condition. 
The treatment of Italian prisoners 
of war is more cruel, as the Austrians 
bitterly hate the Italians and consider 
them as traitors bOcifuse, despite the 
Triple 
Alliance, 
they 
ave 
fighting 
against and not in favor of the central 
empires. 
Evidence of the cruel treat­ 
ment of Italian prisoners of war in 
Austria is afforded by the reports of 
the ohlcers and men who return to 
Italy, whose accounts are specially in­ 
teresting inasmuch as they contain re­ 
liable particulars about general in­ 
ternal conditions in Austria. 
Herded Into Cars. 
When the Austrians take Italian sol­ 
diers prisoners bet ore sending them

Nothing can be bought in Austria. 
without a card, which fixes the amount 
to which the holder is entitled. Cards 
are even necessary to buy m atches, and 
dried le a v e s perfumed w ith nicotine 
are sold at fancy prices. 
R eal tobac­ 
co no longer exists. 
D estitution is spreading both in Aus­ 
tria and In Hungary, especially among 
women whose work in factories is no 
longer needed. 
Many factories are 
closing for lack of raw m aterial as well 
os for the fact that many Industries 
are no longer profitable. Thus In Hun­ 
gary thread cannot be supplied to lace 
mid button workers, and as a result 28,- 
OOO women are out of work. The same 
may be said of the lace industries, 
which will have to stop work altogeth­ 
er soon. 
As for sanitary conditions in Aus­ 
tria. besides many contagious diseases, 
dysentery 
spread alarmingly 
during 
gummer. 
It was due to exceptional 
heat, coupled with the consumption of 
raw vegetables and unripe fruit, which 
In most cases constitute the only food 
available 
to 
people 
of 
the 
Tower 
classes. 
Even when patients could be 
taken to hospitals aud provided with 
nourishing food their w eakness, due to 
deuutrition, could not be overcome and 
few recovered. 
At Bodice, la Bohemia, m any peas­ 
ants have been tentenced to term s of 
imprisonment for stealing food. 
None 
served his term, as the prison authori­ 
ties could not supply food. T h e scarcity 
of food is so great that people are ad­ 
vertising in the newspapers offering to 
exchange boots or articles of clothing 
for a ration *»f bird or h alf a dozen 
fggs. 
No new clothes can be bought 
without a certificate th at second-hand 
clothing ha* been donated or sold and 
a special card Is necessary to buy 
clothes 
or 
underwear. 
Nothing 
in 
theory is wasted in Austria. 
Use Garbage for Pigs. 
Even garbage or kitchen refuse is 
dlers prisoners beiore senamg luwn- 
^ authorities, who con- 
...to til. Prison camps behind tho float 
tattle and pigs. 
they deprive them of ail theLr clothes, 
which they exchange for a thin cotton 
uniform sim ilar to that worn by con­ 
victs. 
Italian uniforms and under­ 
wear. if in good condition, are used 
by the A ustrian soldiers. 
The linen 
shirts worn by the Italians are torn 
Into strips and used for bandages, 
which even if washed are never prop­ 
erly disinfected, since soap cannot be 
had. 
The prisoners are then sent to 
different 
camps 
in 
closed 
railway 
trucks badly ventilated aud so crowd­ 
ed that for days and sometimes weeks 
the unfortunate men can hardly move. 
Their food on Hie journey consists of 
thin vegetable soup distributed every 
24 hours, and a hunk of hard bread 
ms de of straw aud bran. On arrival ut 
the prison camps the men are lodged in 
wooden huts, badly and hastily built, 
where they are condemned to freeze in 
winter and roast in summer. 
Officers are not deprived of their uni­ 
forms and they are allowed $1 a day to 
"bey food. Naturally, owing to the pro­ 
hibitive prices of Hie prime necessaries 
of life, the officers can afford only a 
simple and plain diet, but as most of 
them receive money from home, which 
they share with their comrades in cap- 
they are able to improve their 
Each officer gets two sheets and 
a paper-lined blunket. 
As paper is 
getting scarce, officers 
blankets uie 
no longer lined, with the result that in 
winter they are compelled to wear 
their overcoats in bed. 
The soldiers sleep on the floor, with­ 
out any bedding except straw or shav­ 
ings, which are never changed. Their 
rations consist of a piece of bread made 
of ground beans, a coins and straw or 
bran and two bowls of vegetable soup 
every day. Once a week they get some 
meat, generally goat’s or sheep s meat. 
The soldiers are made to work VI hours 
a day In the fields or else in digging 
trenches, building roads or railways, 
and even iu munition factories some- 
They are paid three cents a 


vert It into fodder for cattle and pigs. 
To encourage its collection household­ 
ers are offered half a pound of pork 
for every 20 pounds of garbage given 
to tho authorities. 
Food for cattle is 
almost as indispensable as th at for hu­ 
man beings. 
In fact, agriculture is 
seriously threatened in Bohemia, where 
the cattle have been reduced to only a 
million and .a half head, and ow ing to 
army requisitions and the scarcity of 
fodder a further reduction of 50 per 
cent will be necessary. 
As a result a milk fam ine will be In­ 
evitable next winter, while the cultiva­ 
tion of land will be alm ost impossible 
next spring owing 
to 
the lark of 
draught oxen and m anure. O ther agri­ 
cultural regions both in A ustria aud In 
Hungary are similarly menaced, so that 
the outlook is dark, and it is feared 
that before long not only prisoners of 
war will be starved in A ustria but the 
nhabitants as well.

Mineola. L. I.— W hile hundreds of 
thousands of men In Am erica are 
learning how to jab bayonets through 
German soldiers in a leisurely manner, 
some of the most promising emoryo 
officers of the American forces are 
here learning how to destroy Boche 
birdmen. 
To judge by their training, 
they will do the job both efficiently and 
quickly. 
Under the direct supervision o f Bertj 
Acosta, one of America’s m ost success­ 
ful civilian aviators, scores o f candl-! 
dates for commissions In the aviation! 
section of the A nay Signal corps are* 
being taught to extricate themselves; 
from 
the most dangerous positions 
Imaginable while several thousand feet 
from the ground. 
For military reasons It is forbidden 
for details of the fighting instruction 
for aviators to be made public. 
H ere 
however, is an illustration o f the dan­ 
gerous situations the aviators are be^ 
ing put through: 
W hile about two thousand feet above 
ground, with the machine going dearly 
straight up, let her quietly slip back­ 
ward and downward, tall first, for 75 
or IOO feet, then get the m achine un­ 
der control again, go up still higher, j 
and try it once more. 
j i 
It’s quite easy—that Is, It is easy | j 
to watch Bert Acosta or Edward Hoi* J 
terman. his first assistant, pull it off. 
All you have to do is to let the ma­ 
chine drop backward and downward 
until you feel that you have gone far 
enough, then pick up speed and make 
h er go upward again. 
Sim ple! 
Another simple little test of your 
skill as an aviator is to ride up 2,(HJO 
or 3,000 feet, then com** down in a 
spiral, with the wings of th e m achine 
a I most vertical. 
Acosta recommends 
this for nervous persons. 
Notwithstanding the app arent reck­ 
lessness of the flyers, each “stu n t” is 
carried out in an absolutely scientific 
m anner. Instead of courting danger for 
“the fun of it” the aerial movements 
a re carefully planned with the factor 
of safety always being am ong the first 
tilings considered. 
Nothing is under­ 
taken for exhibition purposes except to 
dem onstrate how to escape death over 
the battlefield. 
“To fly around putting the m achine 
at 
all 
kinds of angles 
and 
going 
through all the m anipulations may ap­ 
pear silly and dangerous,” Acost a said. 
“ As ji m atter of fact, it is th e only safe 
thing to do when you are above nu 
enem y’s battlefield. 
“Infantry officers in 
our training 
cam ps sire telling their men th at ‘Ig­ 
norance courts death, in a battu* with 
bayonets. 
In tile aviation service ig­ 
norance Is certain death.”

Lay smoothly upon the thin place 
a piece of used Merino underwear and 
pin amply and securely.

cessively, a quarter of an inch apart, 
until the extent of the patch Is reach­ 
ed, withdrawing the pins as you pro­ 
ceed. 
This is quickly done, and is a 
most satisfactory method. Do not Work 
around and around, as the goods will 
bulge in the middle, and half the de­ 
sign of the patch, that of neatness, will 
be a failure. 
Should the selvedge be 
frayed, turn the merino over it, includ­ 
ing it, and stitch as directed.
